T went to see the Movie purposely to find out what information it gave 
about the Italian Carbine, that killed President John F. Kennedy. 

^ere are some facts about the Carrano rifle that people should know, 
that might shatter the very theory of Conspiracy. 



•Hie Carrano rifle which is actually railed a Carbine because of its compact 
design and weight. It is a 6.5 millimeter or approximately a 25 caliber. 

The formula to define the caliber is Millimeter x 4 = Caliber. Therefore, 

6.5 x 4 = 26.0 Caliber. For example the Jap bolt operated rifle ic 7.7 MM, 
which using the same formula would be: 7.7 x 4 » 50.8 Caliber, but 4s refer r- 
“d to as a 51 Caliber Jap rifle. The formula is not absolute, and is used 
primarily in laymen’s terms for comparison with other known calibers. 

The fitting of the bolt is of a loose or sloppy tolerance, intended for 
a speedy action and battle conditions. # n 1 e range of the rifle is of very 
long range, of a flat trajectory up from 200 to 500 yards, ideal for snip- 
ing and for concentration of fire inflicting more than one casual ity on 
impact, due to the speed operating, bolt and penetration of power. 

The bolts of the American .03 Springfield, the German B MM Mauser and the 
Jap 31 Caliber are of precise fitting for accuracy and safety. 

Many people do not know that the Carcano rifle was available for purchasing 
in York at the ’’Sunny Surplus” store at the comer of George an*! King Streets 
at the’ end of World War II for about $10 plus Ammo. 

Gominick Lo Tacono, my partner at the. York Sanitary Barber Shop on 16 W. 
r hila. St. bought one. intending to use it to shoot groundhogs and had asked me as 
a member of tb*» York Riflemen if T would sight it in for him. 

Wp. took it to the range and using an official NRA 100 yards small bore target. 
Sighting at. 6 O’clock of the bottom target, at bench rest, the rifle was 
scoring at the 5th. ring of the upper target. The. rifle was shooting 3 feet 
high. * r he sights were not ad bistable. We. must now have a weld of A inch 
added to the front sights and come back with a file to file, it down for adlust- 
mont. With the J inch addition, it was now shooting below the bottom target. 

We now had a reckoning point, - we removed' 1/8 inch bv filing and now scor- 

ing on the bottom 5th. ring of the middle target. The windage was perfect, 
the shots were scoring in aistraight line between 6 0’ Clock and 12 O’ Clock. 

A few more strokes wi^h the file and now we were grouping around the 10 th. 
ring of the. middle target with a few occasional X’s. Time to quit, Good 
enough for a groundhog! 

Now, T said to Oominick, - ’’You have another problem*’, - you cannot us**, the 
military Ammo f or game!” ”It is too dangerous and illegal, and commercial *mmo is 
not available!” ”Well, he said p ’’The. Hell with it,” - and he bought a 222 

Remington! * T1 his ended our romance with the Carrano, - he sold it for less 

monev t.hftt. he had invested! 

TTii s t>-e identical Carcano that killed President Jbhn 5 Kennedy, and the 
inference by the Movie JFK, alluding that the CIA might have been invloved 
in the conspiracy and cover-up. 

Let us keep the merit of the Carcano rifle in perspective as mentioned in 
the. above paragraphs, and let us not be influenced by the detractors of the 
characters allegedly involved in the. Movie JFK.

He could have easily bore sighted the rifle, ill. the privacy of his 
home, bench resting it on a kitchen or dining roo™ table, removing the. bolt, 
and looking, throught thp. bore at a fixed object and aligning the scope and 
the cross-hairs with the object seen through the bore. 

Lee Oswald sighted the rifle from the window of the 6th. floor, of the book 
repository building where hp worked , He bench rested the rifle on the window 
sill, using books for elevation of his eve-level, waiting for the motorcade 
to go around the bend, to afford him a going away shot, - approximate speed 
of the motorcade, ten miles per hour, and aiming not at the head of i-he. pres 
idpnt, hut enually vitAl part, the shoulder which offered a larger tArget, 
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- the upper to ”° * h * t hoU9 * 3 the lungs , the heart, the spine, the neck and 
lastly the back of the head. The shot struck the back of the president. ' 
head and exited below the Adam's Apple, at a correct mathimatlcal declination 

- not because he wanted to, but because the rifle was designed to shoot high. 

the Italian Ammo for the Carcano was purposely spiked for great distance, 
o. far b«yond 200 yards. The bullet hole where it exited was-not more than 
inch in diameter, - proving that he used the bronze- jacket shell that 
came with the purchase of the rifle. 



The theory of conspiracy and the possibility that other persons were involved 
in the shooting from the sidelines, and the mention that some, persons had seen 
amove, from what they thought might have been from a gun fired from the side- 
lines. The only smoke that could have been sepn from a gun, would have to be 
from a ’Muzzle — loader M , - which would have been verv unlikely! 

If the theory of conspiracy is believed, then you must also believe, that 
the plan by intelligent conspirators, assigned shooters with hand-guns, 
at groung level, shooting broadside at a moving target, while hundreds of 
people watching the motorcade obstructed a clear view of the target.
